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AN ADDRESS WORTHY THE REST MOMENTS OF 
WASHINGTON AND LINCOLN. 


The address of .President Harding at the opening of the 
Washington Conference so expressed the emotions and feelings of 
mankind, that we make no apology for using this column to give 
some extracts from it. Maybe you will want to preserve it. 
“It is not possible to over-appraise the importance of such 
a conference. It is no unseemly boast, no disparagement of other 
nations, which, though not represented, are held in highest re­ 
spect, to declare th at the conclusions of this body will have a 
signal influence on all human progress—on the fortunes of the 
world. Bere is a meeting, I can well believe, which is an earnest 
of the awakened conscience of twentieth century civilization. It 
is not a convention of remorse, nor a session of sorrow. It is not 
the conference of victors to define terms of settlement. Nor is it 
a council of nations seeking to remake humankind. It is rather a 
coining together, from all parts of the earth, to apply the better 
attributes of mankind to minimize the faults in our international 
relationships. 
Speaking as official sponsor for the invitation, I 
think I may say th at call is not of the United States of America 
alone, it is rather the spoken-word of a war-wearied world, strug­ 
gling for restoration, hungering and thirsting for better relation­ 
ship; of humanity crying for relief and craving assurance of last­ 
ing peace................Here in the United States we are but freshly 
turned from the burial of an Unknown American Soldier, when 
a nation Borrowed while paying him tribute. 
Whether it was 
spoken or not, a hundred millions of our people were summarizing 
the inexcusable causes, the incalculable cost, the unspeakable 
sacrifices, and the unutterable sorrows, and there wTas the ever 
impelling question: 
How can humanity justify or God forgive? 
Human hate demands no such toll; ambition and greed must be 
denied it................Inherent rights are of God, and the tragedies of 
the world originate in their attempted denial.................... Gentlemen 
of the Conference, the United States welcomes you with unselfish 
hands. We harbor no fears; we have no sordid ends to serve; 
we suspect no enemy; we contemplate or apprehend no conquest. 
Content with w hat we have, we seek nothing which is another’s. 
We only wish to do with you th at finer, nobler thing which no 
nation can do alone. We wish to sit with you at the table of in­ 
ternational understanding and good will. In good conscience we 
are eager to meet you frankly, and invite and offer co-operation. 
The world demands a sober contemplation of the existing order 
and the realization that there can be no cure without sacrifice, 
not by one of us, but by all of u s.............. Nothing can be accom­ 
plished in disregard of national apprehensions. Rather, we should 
act together to remove the causes of apprehensions. This is not j 
to be done in intrigue. 
Greater assurance is found in the ex- j 
changes of simple honesty and directness, among men resolved 
to accomplish as becomes leaders among nations, when civiliza­ 
tion itself has come to its crucial te st...............If the finer senti­ 
ments were not urging, the cold, hard facts of excessive cost and 
the eloquence of economics urge us to reduce our armaments. If 
the concept of a better order does not appeal, then let us ponder 
the burden and the blight of continued competition............... I can 
speak officially only for our United States. Our hundred millions 
frankly want less of armament and none of wrar. 
Wholly free 
from guile, sure in our own minds that we harbor no unworthy 
designs, we accredit the world with the same good intent, 
welcome you, not alone in good will and high purpose, but with 
high faith. 
WTe are met here for a sendee to mankind. In all 
simplicity, in all honesty and all honor, there may be written here 
the avowals of a world conscience refined by the consuming fires 
of war, and made more sensitive by the anxious aftermath. 
I 
hope for that understanding which will emphasize the guarantees 
of peace, and for commitments to less burdens and a better order 
which will tranquilize the world, 
will be added glory to your flags and ours, and the rejoicing of 
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REFRESHMENTS.

“TEETH” IN ANTI-TRUST LAW 
A 


Although the Sherman Anti-Trust Law has been 
on 
the 
statute books for more than thirty years and countless prosecu­ 
tions, many of them of a criminal nature ,have been brought under 
its provisions, it has remained until now for any one to go to jail 
for violating it. 
Dissolutions and fines have up to the present 
time been the only penalty inflicted. But Federal Judge William j" 
C. Van Fleet, in New York, meted out prison sentences to four j 
business men active in the so-called “Tile Trust,” whose nefarious I 
practices in restraint of trade were exposed along w ith other ques- j 
lienable methods in the building trades by the investigation of ! 
the Lockwood Committee. 
Three of these men were sentenced ' 
to four months in jail and the other to tw’o months, all being fined I 
in addition. As the four had pleaded guilty and cannot appeal, it ; 
virtually is certain they will find no way of evading their sojourn I 
behind prison bars. 
Well may the special prosecutor who argued 
these 
cases 
characterize Judge Van Fleet’s action as constituting “a landmark I 
in anti-trust enforcement in the United States.” That is exactly 
w’hat it is. Although it has been recognized always that the Sher­ 
man law constituted a broad and elastic instrum ent for defining 
and correcting improper trade practi<|es, it is questionable whether j 
the public has acquired much confidence that the remedies it has i 
provided were practical. 
in other words, the public became convinced there were no 
“ti*eth” in the Sherman law, and it lost interest in the law except* 
as to whether or not the missing “teeth” could be put in. Judge j 
Van Fleet has done that for us. With four jail sentences imposed,! 
even if they are short ones, the Sherman law’ will enter upon a new’ j 
status. It remains to be seen whether, under that status, it will j 
not be a much more effective deterrent than it ever was before to 
the practices it is designed to prevent.—Public Ledger.

Under the plan, s a y s Mr. Clifton, 
th e township examiners have been 
rum inated 
and 
the 
county 
and 
township offices placed 
under one 
set of examiners, and city offices 
nuder another group of examiners. 
The entire state has been redistrict­ 
ed. the county and township work 
betag divided into fifteen districts, 
of which Mr. 
Clifton 
will 
have 
c h a r g e of one district of four coun- 
ties, consisting of 
Creeno, 
Mont­ 
gomery, Clark aud Preble counties. 
According to the provisions 
of 
the new system, the 
c h ie f exam­ 
iner will be required to visit 
tho 
county and township offices in his 
district at least once every month. 
On these visits, he will see that the 
officials are efficient 
and 
honest, 
and will give them instructions 
or 
assistance in 
straightening 
their! 
accounts if they become 
confused 
in the operation of their offices. 
It is Mr. 
Clifton’s 
belief 
that 
this syfetem 
will 
eliminate 
many 
shortages that exist in accounts for 
the reason that the public official 
will anticipate the examiner’s visits 
each month and will strive to have 
his accounts straight and his books 
iu order, and further that officials 
inclined to confusion in their 
ac­ 
counts or dishonesty or 
irregular­ 
ities, will ba discovered immediate­ 
ly and advised or 
removed 
from 
office. 
Mr. Clifton believes that the new 
system 
will 
eliminate 
the 
old 
trouble of an examiner not visiting 
the offices some times for several 
years after a shortage 
has 
been 
found, which results often in the 
next examination findng the same 
condition. Under the new plan the 
^township examiners wtU be elimin­ 
ated, and there will be fewer ex­ 
aminers necessary, one 
tor 
each 
county and each city district, and 
one at large to assist in any 
dis­ 
trict necessary, being the total force 
necessary under the new plan. The 
plan will also provide for more fre­ 
quent and closer supervision in 
an 
attempt to prevent 
Irregularities, 
• rather than correct them.
